The Amman government and 
the FLO have been locked in a 
dispute over who represents 
Palestinian refugees living in 
the Israeli-occupied West Bank 
and the Jordanian controlled 
East Bank of the Jordan River 
in a joint communique issued 
in Cairo last July.

Advertising is a giant twen­ 
tieth century industry. We see it 
in 
the 
n ew spapers 
and 
magazines; hear it on the radio; 
view it on television and drive 
past it on billboards 
Adver­ 
tising was not unknown in the 
last cerftury. One type of ad­ 
vertising which was prominent 
in the last 
18<KJ’s was done 
through 
the 
com m ercial 
business directories of the day. 
One of these directories, "The 
Promoter", was prepared for 
Rushville in 1899 It publicized 
schools, 
chu rches, 
civic 
organizations, indiviiduals and 
most of all it promoted the local 
businesses of the community. 
Two of the businesses ad­ 
vertised in the Promoter are 
still in existence today The first 
1 s Frank Wilson Clothes I n i 899, 
the Frank Wilson Store was 
located on the northwest corner 
of Second and Main Streets. 
Originally, Mr. Wilson had been 
in p a rtn e rs h ip with G eorge 
Bliss He sold his interest in this 
clothing firm, and opened his 
own business. The Promoter 
took note of Mr. Wilson’s suc­ 
cess. “ He carries a complete 
line of men, boys and children’s 
clothing and furnishing goods, 
hats, caps, trunks and valises 
The public have accorded him a 
liberal 
s h a re 
of 
their 
patronage." 
The 
second 
firm 
still 
operating today is Abercrombie 
Jewelers. 
The 
business 
was 
founded in 1869 and has been 
situated in the sam e Main Street 
location since its establishment. 
In 1899, F A Abercrombie was 
the proprietor. The custom of 
the day was for a music store to 
occupy the same premises as a 
jewelry store John A. Spurrier 
and son Lowell sold musical 
instruments 
and

in 
conjunction with Abercrombie. 
The Jeweler also sold sewing 
machines, tested eyes and sold 
eye glasses. 
The names of some Rushville 
businesses might seem peculiar 
to us today. For instance, on

Apparently the owner was fond 
of yellow paint. The proprietor 
was Fred B. Johnson and his

Arriving almost one hour late 
at the airport, delayed by a 
snow storm, in the west, he wras 
greeted by a patiently awaiting 
Governor Otis R. Bowen and an 
overflow' audience of newsmen. 
Strangely absent during most of 
the appearances in the state was 
Senatorial candidate Richard 
Lugar, Reagan has retained 
public popularity in the Hoosier 
state 
making 
several 
ap­ 
pearances in the past in behalf 
of the party as a conservative. 
Always a surprise is finding 
that a former movie star is well 
educated, with an intim ate 
knowledge 
of government, 
economics and politics. Reagan 
has always been included in. 
every list of top political con­ 
tenders for the presidential 
nomination. The day of his 
appearance 
papers harried 
speculation he would seek a 
Senatorial seat now that Gerald 
Ford appears to have the inside 
track 
for 
the 
1976 
party 
presidential nomination. 
Asked about future plans, 
Reagan answered: “ It has 
always been my plan and hope 
for a long time to get on what I 
call the mashed potato circuit, 
and do some speaking around 
the country on the philosophy 1 
believe 
in on the issues and 
things I think are important. It 
may sound like a blanket in­ 
dictment, but I think that in this 
country today, we are grinding 
out bright young Americans 
who are literally economic 
illiterates, who have no un­ 
derstanding of this system and 
how it works. 
Previously, Reagan had told a 
gathering 
of 
businessmen 
there is an appalling lack of 
understanding regarding the 
workings of the marketplace 
and of the simple business of 
making something people want 
and need and getting it to them 
at a reasonable price.
